Senator Osburn’s bill relating to 
the State University passed the 
Senate yesterday and is now in the 
hands of the Governor. Should 
this receive the signature of the 
Govern >r, as it undoubtedly will, 
the Board wil! consist of the Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State and Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, 
this board to serve two years. The 
bill provites that at the next gen- 
eral election in 1889 there shall be 
elected by the people a board of 
three electors, two to serve for four 
years and one fortwo years. This 
virtually legislates Regeut Getchell 
out of office, whose term otherwise 
would pot end until two years 
hence. The first clause of the bill 
explains the object to be aimed at 
hereafter in the instruction there 
given; it reads, ‘“There shall be es- 
tablished in the State University a 
school for the instruction «of teach- 
_ ers.,”? in other words it shall be a 
normal school. While in some of 
its features the bill is defective 
the normal school principal which 
therein is established is a long 
stride in the right direction and a 
great triumph for the advocates of 
progressive education in Nevada. 


Mr. Logan of Ormsby has intro- 
duced into the Assembly a bill, rel- 
ative to the State Library. It pro- 
vides that the State Board of Edu- 
cation sha!l constitute a Board of 
Directors for the State Library. 
Should this bill pass it will relieve 
our Lieutenant Governor from the 
duties of Librarian; duties imposed 
upon ex-Lieutenant Governor 
Laughton while in office that there 
might be made a pretext for in- 
creasing his salary. The fiiends of 
the bill urge as reasons for its pas- 
sage that to a certain extent it takes 
the library out of politics; it pro- 
vides that,by and with the approval 
of a majority ofthe members of the 
Supreme Coart, this Board may ex- 
change old books, or buy new 
books; it also makes it the duty of 
this Board to »ppoint a clerk of the 
Library to hold office at their will 
and pleasure, at a salary pot to ex- 
ceed one hundred dollars per month. 
Placing the library in the hands of 
@ competent Board such as the 
Board of Education, it is claimed, 
will preclude the possibility of a 
repetition of ‘the library muddle’’ 
that has existed for the two years 


past.

At several different times we have 
called attention to the importance of 
having a Nevada man on the Inter- 
State Commerce Commissiun. Sena- 
tor Maute of Nye yesterday morning 
introduced into the Senate the follow- 
ing resolution, which passed unani- 
mously: 

Wuereas, The prominence of the 
geographical! situation of Nevada rela- 
tive to the great trans-continental rail- 
way a through her borders, 
should entitle her toa representation 
on the Commission created under the 
provisions of the Inter-State ‘Com- 
merce bill. 

Resolved, That the President be re- 
quested to appoint on said Commis- 
sion aresident of Nevada; that the 
Governor be uested to forward a 
copy of the resolution to the Presi- 
dent and to each of our representatives 
in Congress. 

A similar bill yesterday afternoon 
was considered in the Assembly and 
after considerable wrangling was de- 
feated, 15 to 21, From private sources 
we learn that one reason why the reso- 
lution suffered defeat there was because 
the recommendation was evidently in 
the interest of a particular individual). 
Now this insertion in the resolution of 
his name may have been indiscreet 
on the part of the friends of 
ex-Governor Kinkead, since it 
developed’ Democratic opposition. 
The Senate resolution, however, is 
open to no such opposition; Senator 
Westerfield’s candidacy is not injured 
by its passage. ‘The Inter-State Com- 
merce bill has the President’s 
signature, hence is now a law, 
There should be no _  dallying. 
If there be objections to 
this resolution, what are they? 
Who are the objectors? What are 
their names? W hat are their reasons? 
Iu whose interest do they legislate? 
In the interest of Nevada or some 
other State? While California, Oregon, 
Colorado, and other Pacific Coast 
States are at work to get a represen- 
tation on this commission, Nevada 
cannot afford to fritter away apy more 
time in this matter. 


FOREICN DISPATCHES 


England's Egyptian Policy. 
Lonpon, February 5. 

In the Commons yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Haikes, Postmaster General, 
announced that the present agreement 
with the steamship companies for car- 
rying the American mails would ex- 
pire with the end of February. Cremer 
(Radical) moved an amendment to the 
address in reply tothe Queen’s speech, 
demanding the immediate recall ofall 
the British forces in Egypt. Sir Wil- 
fred Lawson, (Radical) in seconding 
the motion said: “‘We have raised 
the funded debtfof Egypt from 90,000, 
000 to 100,000,000 pounds, slaughtered 
many thousands of natives, crip- 
pled the National chamber, bom- 
barded the principal city of the 
county under circumstances of
